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Trying to Chisel 
Building Wages Down— 

Running parallel with every 
move to revive the building indus- 
try is a demand from open shop 
groups and banking interests that 
the wages of building tradesmen 
be reduced. 

They say, “there can be no re- 
vival of building until costs are 
reduced.” The only cost they men- 
tion is labor. Not a word about 
the cost of materials. 

Backing up the demands, they 
cite wage rates better than most 
workers in the industry ever got 
or hope to get. 

“How,” they ask, “can a $35 a 
week man pay $10 or $12 a day for 
labor?” 

They have sold the story well, 
even to men and women of labor 
who should know better, and have 
built up a pretty picture of the 
opulent building tradesmen who 
must have at least one automobile. 

Never a word do they say of the 
fact that the building tradesman 
is lucky, even in the best of times, 
if he gets 150 or 160 days’ work in | 
the year, although he and his fam- 
ily have to eat 365 days. Never a 
word of the long apprenticeship, | 
at small wages, spent in learning 
the trade. Never a word of the ac- 
cident hazards of work in the blaz- 
ing sun of summer, or the frigid 
blasts of winter, in pouring rain 
or driving snow. Never a word 
of the high death rates from pneu- 
monia of men dead or crippled 
before their time of rheumatism, 
arthritis and kindred diseases due 
to exposure. 

The attack on building trades 
wages is more than an attack on 
the building tradesmen. It is an at- 
tack on the whole wage structure 
of America, the backbone of which 
is the building trades scales. The 
building trades wage scales is the 
yardstick by which all other wage 
scales are measured. When it goes 
up, the scales in other industries 
advance slowly, perhaps, but cer- 
tainly. When they are forced down, 
wages in other industries drop very 
sharply and promptly.

School Buses Need 
Inspection Also— 

At the request of a school board 
not so long ago a highway patrol 
captain and an officer of the patrol 
inspected a school bus and here is 
what they found: 

“The————_bus emergency brake 
not equalized, left rear wheel tak- 
ing all the load. Foot brakes not 
satisfactory. With bus traveling 
approximately 20 miles per hour, 
bus traveled 22 steps or approxi- 
mately 66 feet before stopping. 
There was a key out of the brake 
pins on the left front brake. When 
we examined the brakes, the left 
rear outside band was very loose, 
and was adjusted before we made 
the above test, both rear brake ad- 
justments were gone, so as not to 
allow for proper equalization. In 
regard to wheel that fell off, I 
want to mention that Officer ~ 
and myself examined the nut on 
this wheel and found it to be of 
the wrong thread, and too thick to 
put a safety key in and was cross- 
threaded. 

“The———-bus brake was in such 
condition that we refused to allow 
the bus to continue its service un- 
til repairs were made.” 

Certainly, the operator of these 
buses should suffer a severe penalty 
for risking the lives of the school 
children in such dangerous vehicles. 
Paying For A Job— 

In a San Francisco newspaper, 
recently, an employment agency 
was advertising for culinary work- 
ers, chocolate dippers, power ma- 
chine operators and soda fountain 
attendants and further stated that 
a shortage of this class of help 
existed in San Francisco. 

The truth of the matter was a 
shortage did not exist in the city 
by the Golden Gate, but the reason 
for the shortage was this: This 
class of help was compelled to 
“kick back” a certain amount of 
their salary each week if they ac- 
cepted the employment under this 
system, but the advertisement 
didn’t mention this. They used for 
an excuse and the reason for a 
shortage in help the “dole and re- 
lief” which was a very weak excuse 
to say the least. 


17 Million Is Given

The amalgamated meat cutters 


and butcher workmen’s organiza- 
tion announces that the strike 
against the Morrell company con- 
tinues, their plants being located 
at Sioux Falls, South Dakota, Ot- 
tumwa, Iowa, and Topeka, Kansas, 
all strikers being members of the 
union. It is asserted that every 
method has been used to destroy 
the organization of their employes. 
This is the second strike at the

|and in this group every officer of 
the union was included. 

This case was taken to the St. 
Paul regional labor board who 
rendered a decision that within 
five days the company must rein- 
state all of them as they had been 
unjustly discriminated against. The 
officials of the company partici- 
pated in the hearing, but refused 
to comply with the decision of the 
board. The case was then referred 
to the National Labor Relations 
board at Washington where it was 
pending at the time that the NRA 
was declared unconstitutional.

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NON-PARTISAN POLICY A SUCCESS 


Should American workers organize a labor party? 

Again the American Federation of Labor was asked 
to answer that question. It turned down the proposal, and, 
in doing so, in the opinion of organized labor, acted 
wisely. 

We can all agree that American workers should take 
an increasingly active part in politics. The sole point at 
issue is: shall the American labor movement adhere to its 
traditional non-partisan policy, or organize a party of its 
own > 

Those who advocate a labor party say, ‘the workers 
of many other countries, including Great Britain, have 
organized such parties; why shouldn't the American 
workers follow their example?” 

The answer is: because the non-partisan plan is better 
adapted to the American political system and, in addition, 
has been thoroughly vindicated by the results achieved. 

The American labor movement has more influence in 
shaping governmental policies than any other labor move- 
ment in the world, not even excepting the splendid British 
labor movement. That statement will not be challenged 
by anyone who is familiar with political conditions in this 
country and abroad. 

Great Britain is governed by the 615 members of 
the house of commons. At present the labor party’s repre- 
sentation is less than 60, or less than one-tenth of the 
total. 

It is obvious to any thinking person that a party with 
less than 10 per cent of the members of a parliamentary 
body, connot have decisive influence on legislation. Yet 
that is the position of the British labor party at the end 
of more than 30 years of devoted effort, including the 
expenditure of very large sums of money. 

On the other hand, the American labor movement, by 
adhering to its non-partisan policy — supporting candi- 
dates who stand for certain principles without regard to 
their party afhliations—has placed itself in a position 
which enabled it during the last session of congress to 
decisively defeat the enemies of labor on a number of 
vital issues, and to place on the statute books more legisla- 
tion favorable to the workers than was ever enacted at 
one session of a parliamentary body in any country in the 
world. 


After thorough hearings on the question of wages for 
the work involved in making certain changes in the air 
conditioning equipment for the auditorium and cafeteria 
of the Interstate Commerce commission and labor depart- 
ment buildings in the District of Columbia, the United 
States department of labor has decided that the union 
wage rates in the district for the types of work required 
are the prevailing wage rates. 

Representatives of the District of Columbia Building 
Trades Council and the associated general contractors at- 
tended the hearings. The labor department's order estab- 
lished the wage rates for sheet metal workers, pipe cover- 
ers, plumbers, steam fitters, electricians, lathers, plasterers, 
carpenters, painters, laborers and helpers. 

The hearings revealed, according to the labor depart- 
ment’s report, “that every craft specified in the order of 
reference is represented by a union local and that nearly 
every such local has a written collective agreement with 
an association of contractors in this vicinity engaged in 
its respective branch of the construction industry. More- 
over, it was shown that the rates fixed by such agreements 
had actually been carried into effect on air conditioning 
contracts in this locality within the past few months and 
that these contracts represented the bulk of work of this 
nature. 

“From this evidence the conclusion is inescapable that 
the union rates are in fact the rates which prevail locally 
on contracts of this character.” 

The action of the labor department was taken in com- 
pliance with the amended Bacon-Davis prevailing wage 
rate law, passed by the last session of congress, which 
included the provision that advertisements for bids for | 


_ government construction work must contain the rates of 


wages to be paid by contractors and sub-contractors. The 
act is applied for the first time in connection with the 
interstate commerce and labor departments air condition- 
ing projects. 

The decision is interpreted as a definite step toward 
eliminating the “kick back racket’’ on federal public 
works, through which, according to the findings of con- 


gressional investigations, unscrupulous contractors, by | 
setting their own wage rates and then forcing employes | 
to kick back part of them on various pretenses as the price | 


for holding the job, robbed labor of hundreds of thousands | 
of dollars.

The 1935 convention of the 
American Federation of Labor 
stressed the 
publicity among working men and 
women of the imposing figures re- 
lative to trade union benefits which 
were submitted to the convention 
in the annual report of the fed- 
eration’s executive council. 

The report declared that over 
twenty-eight million dollars were 
paid in benefits by the standard 
national and international trade 
unions in 1934. 

In connection with the benefits 
the council submitted figures show- 
ing that 1,848,890 members of the 
unions have secured the five-day 
week. 

The amounts disbursed for the 
various forms of benefits follow:
